Teamsters Appoint Committee With fcmstvo Congress Desires War Ques- 


fuii Pov/ers to 
Act. 


TO CONFER WITH EMPLOYERS 


Joint Council Holds a Meeting and 


Adopts the 
Suggestion Made Re- 


cently by the 
Attorney For the 


Teaming Association—prospscts of 
Peace Appear Bright. 


Chicago. June 7. — The teamsters' 


joint council appointed^ a committee 
with full powers to settle the strike, 
and a conference 
will be arranged 


with the employers. The appointment 
of the committee followed the an- 
nouncement of Attorney Mayer, who. 
speaking for the employers' associa- 
tion, said two days ago that no more 
conferences would be held with the 
men unless the committee came to the 
meeting with full power to act. and 
this power must be explicitly stated 
in writing. 
Failing in tne effort to 


effect a. settlement with the stores, 
the teamsters' joint council appointed 
the committee, which it had agreed to 
appoint 24 hours earlier. It is com- 
posed of one representative of each 
union involved in the strike, and is 
headed by W. J Gibbons, president of 
the teamsters' joint council. 


At a mass meeting of the truck 


drivers called to consider the question 
of arbitrating the demand of the Team 
Owners' association .for delivery to 
the boycotted houses, it was decided 
to decline arbitration,notwithstanding 
the fact that the agreement between 
the teamsters and the Team Owners' 
association contains a provision call- 
ing for arbitration in exactly such 
cases as the one under consideration. 
The action of the truck drivers, how- 
ever, loses much of its 
importance 


compared to the appointment of a 
committee empowered by the m^n to 
settle the strike. 
No action will be 


taken by the team owners pending the 
merging of the committee with the 
employers.

PROHIBITION 


General Linevitch Undismayed by the 


Defeat of Admiral Rojestvensky and 
Would Prosecute the War — Czar 
Nicholas Reported Not Ready to 
Enter Into Peace Negotiations.

Petersburg. June 7.—The ail- 


Russian zemstvo congress,, delegates 
to which included the mayors of 25 of 
the largest cities, met at Moscow not- 
withstanding government prohibition, 
and resolved with practical unanimity 
to demand the convocation of a zem- 
sky sobor and submission to it of the 
question of peace or war. Practically 
all the delegates are in favor of peacs, 
the minority wishing a zemsky sobor 
calie.1 for the sole purpose of acting 
on this oucstion. 


Grand Duke Vladimir, at a recent 


family council, while urging the futil- 
ity of continuing the struggle, stoutly 
maintained that the loss of Manchuria 
and even of a portion of eastern Si- 
beria would not mean the ruin of Puis- 
sia's prestige, but that she could con- 
tinue to grow in influence and power 
just as Great Britain did after ijie loss 
of her American colonies. 
Another 


important convert made by the advo- 
cates of peace is Admiral Alexicff. 
With Grand Duke Alexander, Michael 
Ovvrich, Grand Duke Vladimir and 
Admiral Alcxicff on the side of peace, 
the backbone of what has beon de- 
nominated the war party seems to 
have been 
broken.

•word rests with the emperor himself.

MinisJ^r Takahira. Ambassador Speck 
von Ptfriibure- and others WPTP read 
with great interest.

Because of the impression conveyed 
in the dispatches that Ambassador

Gunshu Pass, Manchuria, June 7.— 


Undismayed by Rojestvensky's defeat, 
and full of confidence'as to the out- 
come of the approaching battle. Lieu- 
tenant General Linevitch is for war 
to the bitter end. and he believes that 
the Manchurian army is now strong 
enough to assume the aggressive. To 
a question put to him by a correspon- 
dent to whom he granted an inter- 
view, as to whether he was for war or 
peace, the commander-in-chief replied 
firmly and without the slightest hesi- 
tation: 


"Most certainly I am for war. I 


am a soldier. The emperor's will is 
naturally my law, but my voice now. j 
as before, is for the continuance of 
the fight. With the destruction of our 
fleet vanishes of course the hopes of 
those who, at the beginning of the 
war, wished to make peace at Tokyo, 
but cur defeat at sea has not inter- 
fered with my plans—absolutely not 
one whit. 
I consider myself strong 


enough 
now not only to hold my 


ground, but even to advance. I am no 
prophet and have no desire to be one, 
but I firmly believe that I can and will 
defeat the Japanese in Manchuria. 


"I have asked the war office to send 


me reservists of the youngest classes 
instead of older ones, not because the 
latter make poor soldicrss, but be- 
cause, with plenty of young and vigor- 
ous reservists, it would be unjust as 
well as inadvisable to call the older 
men from their more settled life." 


To Enforce Neutrality. 


Washington, June 7.—In answer to 


an inquiry from Governor Wright at

through the bureau of insular affairs 
in which the president directs 
the

How Spraying: Work*. 


By R. H PETT1T, Michigan. 


Spraying is an old remedy, but one 


that is very effectual and by far the 
best means at hand. A spray of paris 
green put on while the apple stands up- 
right and before it turns down after 
the blossoms fall and the stamens 
wither will deposit a small amount of 
poison inside the calyx cup, which poi- 
sons after a short time, dries and re- 
mains indefinitely. Now, as the major- 
ity of the first brood and sometimes the 
second brood as well enter at the calyx 
the poison could not be better placed. 
Early in the season fruit tunneled by 
the codling moth falls to the ground, 
thus thinning the fruit and sa\uig vue 
tree from the drain of supporting dam- 
aged fruit. 


The Socoml Brood. 


Later, hi the case of the second 


brood, the situation is different. The 
larvae get into the fruit, much of which 
rots, while some appears to be healthy 
until after it is packed and stored 
away, where the larvae finish their de- 
velopment slowly and spin cocoons in 
the barrels or bins. The first brood 
does less damage than the second, but 
the size of the second brood depends 
largely on the proportion of the first 
brood that lives through. A spray ap 
plied just about the time that the 
young hatch out. during the first week 
of August, should and does reduce the 
second brood very materially. The rea- 
son for this is found in the fact that 
the majority of the eggs are laid on 
the leaves, which readily take and re- 
tain the poison. 


ITiulersprnylnsr. 


The fact that the larvae feed for the 


most part on the under side of the 
leaves makes the advantage of under- 
spraying apparent. If more than two 
sprays are to be applied they may be 
put on one soon after the first applica- 
tion and the other about ten days or 
two weeks after the first August spray, 
the period midway between the two be- 
ing a time of comparative inactivity.

This man. who hns wiped out two 


Russian fleets and \\]H wipe out others 
if the czar is so ill advised as to put 
them in the i\ ay, has reasons for his 
immobile exterior. First, there is his 
race. The men of Nippon are not par- 
ticulai'ly denionstrnth P. especially if 
they are Sntsuma samurai, as Togo is. 
This is the i-lan. by the way. that fur- 
nished Japan's other great sea lighter, 
Saigo. It is perhaps the most renown- 
ed fighting clan in the island empire, 
and other Togos have made the name 
famous ju its annals. AVith such heredi- 
ty who can wonder at the stoical front 
of the "cure admiral," ns he is affec- 
tionately called? 
Then his training 


was not conducive to effusiveness or 
effeminacj. 
One incident will serve 


to make this clear. Japanese youths 
who are being prepared for the navy 
are subjected to certain ordeals. One 
of these is a banquet, at which the 
boys bit around a circular tnbir. in the 
middle of which is a loaded cannon, 
which constantly turns so that first 
one then another can look into i's muz- 
zle. 
The bojs know that SOUK- time | 


during the evening the charge will be 
set off by a m.in outside the room. 
The ball may pa-^ between t«o ban- 
queters or it tr>aj lake off a bond in its 
flight.

Japan's Most Popular Hero. 


Once on meeting a party of foreign 


correspondents the little admiral heard 
his praises sung in several different 
languages. 
They cheered him; they 


drank his health. Through it all he 
stood impassive, with faraway eyes. 
He is not a vain man. Upon visiting 
his home he refused a popular recep- 
tion, slipping in and out in secret, 
though he is the most popular hero of 
Japan and the people were eagerly 
awaiting to give him such an ovation 
as only the Japanese can give. He who 
is really great can afford to be humble. 


He lives simply, has only one servant, 


and bis house and his room aboard ship 
are almost without ornament. 
He 


smiles seldom. Two occasions only are 
on record. Once two English corre- 
spondents came to him with shaved 
heads, a sign of humiliation. "Why are 
you humiliated at seeing me?" he 
asked. "Because Port Arthur is so long 
in falling." they rejoined. At this he 
laughed outright. The other time was 
when the wireless flashed the news 
that the Russian fleet was coming out 
to meet him. And Togo smiled. 
Attributes Victory to Mikado's Virtue. 


Admiral Togo makes few speeches, 


but one of these is noteworthy. The 
Japanese ha\e a custom of addressing 
the spirits of the departed. At a public 
service for the purpose Togo spoke to 
the souls of those he had lost in battle. 
Very solemnly and simply he did this, 
telling them of the successes he had 
won and ascribing to them the victory. 
In his dispatches he attributes his suc- 
css to the mikado's virtues. 


Many endearing appellations have 


been gi\csi to Tosp. The one of the 
"ogre admi-ai'1 has been mentioned. A 
still earlier one was "the fighting admi- 
ral." Ilie rnghsh and French have 
called him "the Japanese Nelson." But 
the most apt and expressive one per- 
haps is "Togo ilie Silent."

Prompt Use of the Weeder a 


Point In Corn Grooving:. 


The chief purpose of cultivating corn, 


with most farmers, is to kill weeds. 
Yet a very important object may be 
to warm and dry the soil, or, on the 
contrary, to stop evaporation and save 
the moisture for the corn. The best- 
time to kill weeds is as soon as they 
'have sprouted and before they come 
up. At this time the ground will often 
seem filled with the fine threadlike 
rootlets, and if they are stirred and 
brought to the surface they will soon 
die. This can be most easily done by 
use of harrow or weeder. 


The cornfield should be gone over 


with weeder three or four days after 
planting and at about the same inter- 
val thereafter. 
There is a temptation 


to let it go until the weeds begin to 
show and the field looks green. This is 
a mistake, for after the weeds begin 
to show the weeder will not do ueaj-ly 
50 good work. If the use of the weed- 
er is well followed up the weeds may 
be kept down with it alone at a great 
saving, for it will cover twice the space 
and in half the time, saving three- 
fourths of the time required by the 
cultivator. 


A great mistake is often made at this 


point in neglecting the corn to plosv 
and plant more ground, when often 
the actual yield would be greater if 
the time and work were given to the 
crop already planted. Keglect of the 
corn leads to loss in the crop that 
not counterbalanced by the gain on 
the additional area planted. 


Sometimes it is necessary to culti- 


vate corn while it is wet for the pur 
pose of drying the soil and, by expos 
ing it to the air, warming it. This cat 
be done in cloudy weather. The groimc 
should not be worked deep and should 
be ridged as much as possible. Then 
if stirred at the right time again, the 
work will be found a great benefit- 
Ohio Farmer. 


The Moon and the "Weather. 


Those who farm "by the moon" maj 


be interested in a report of observa 
tions made for summers during severa 
yjjars at Greenwich on the moon and 
th"e barometer or the relation of ba 
rometric variations to phases of th 
moon. The observations show "few 
days of low barometer about (just aft 
er) full and new moon, many sue! 
days about (just after) the quarters.' 
The results, therefore, for the stimme 
half of the year seem to confirm tin 
popular belief that the weather tend 
to be more settled about full moon.

WATITA, AS AIIEP.ICAX MILK GOAT. 


has received concerning every phase 
of milk goat management the depart- 
ment of agriculture has issued a bulle- 
tin of information on this subject. 


The inquiries have come mainly from 


two classes of our citizens—those who 
were reared in foreign countries where 
goat's milk was very largely or solely 
used and those who have read of the 
economy of goat keeping and the re- 
ported value of the milk for children 
and sick people. The second class in- 
cludes many physicians who, believing 
in tho hj'gieuic virtues of goats' milk, 
would like to see goat dairies estab- 
lished in the neighborhood of all large 
cities. Among interesting statements 
of the bulletin are the following on 
"The American Milk Goat:" 


Watitn, an American 3IIlk Goat. 
This is a name which has been sug- 


gested for the breed which it is desira- 
ble to develop by selection from the so 
called common goats now in this coun- 
try. 
It is known that among these 


goats there are often found some ex- 
cellent milkers, although their origin is 
obscure. "We are told that some of the 
Italian 
immigrants have frequently 


brought with them from the old coun- 
try very young kids in baskets. These 
were cared for as one of the children 
and among the children, and they have 
no doubt grown up and exerted a con- 
siderable influence upon the general 
average of the milk supply in the 
neighborhoods to which they were tak- 
en. Other good milkers are said to 
have been brought from Bermuda, and 
this blood has probably had its effect 
also. We should not be surprised, then, 
when we occasionally hear of a goat 
that will give frotn one to two quarts 
of milk a day. 


Very recently this bureau has been 


informed by a business man of New 
Jersey that there is a large number of 
goats kept in the Italian quarter at 
Palisades Park, and upon special in- 
quiry ho learns that the 
average 


amount of milk produced, so far as an 
estimate can show, is three pints pet- 
day. 
This milk retails among the 


Italians at 12 cents per quart, and but- 
ter is also made there from goats' 
milk to a limited extent which sells at 
retail in New York city at 30 cents 
per pound.

Columbus, O., June 7—Dairy and 


Food Commissioner Aukeney

the following important ruling today: 


Beginning with the tomato crop of 


1905 the attitude of the Ohio State 
Dairy and Food department will be 
against the use of artificial coloring in 
canned tomatoes or tomato 
catsup. 


Harmful preservatives arc alwa>s for- 
bidden. 


After July 1, 1905, no coloring mat- 


ter will be permitted in noodles or 
egg noodles, spaghetti, or egg spaghet- 
ti, vermicelli or egg vermicelli, maa- 
roni or egg macaroni, except such as 
may be imparted by the eggs used in 
the manufacture of the articles above 
mentioned. 


NORWEGIANS 


Believe the King Has Suspended His 


Duties and Rights. 


Christiania, June 7.—Dissolution be- 


tween Norway and Sweden is now in- 
evitable, but that it can not occur 
without removing or suspending the 
existing Norwegian legal power. Be- 
fore the end of this week the storthing 
will have adopted resolutions which, 
from the instant they come in force, 
will mean dethronement of the king. 
The Norwegians now claim that the 
king, by not revoking his veto given 
at Stockholm, the law for separate 
consular representation and partly by 
his absence from Norway, has sus- 
pended his rights and dutias as king 
of Norway. Under article XIII of the 
constitution the storthing will install 
a responsible government, which in 
the absence of the king will govern in
